BERLIN, June 17 (UP)—East Germans were reported 


fighting with clubs and scythes today against Red police whe 


sought to. move. them. from

Refugees from the East Ger 
man side of the border told of 
the fighting as the East German 
government for the first 
confirmed its plans to form 
army on the Soviet pattern. 


The refugees said fighting has 
been under way for more than 
a week jn at least 15 different 
villages along the 300-mile fron 
tier between East and West Ger 
many. 

In some cases, they said, Ro 
man Catholic priests and Protes 
tant pastors. joined villagers in 
resisting efforts of the East 
German Communist People's 
Police to drive them from their 
farms and homes. 

Other villagers 
homes and barns rather than 
leave them the Communists 
the refugees said.

Wave Takes 125 Lives 


CHICAGO, June 17 (AP) 
Mid-continent areas of the United 
States got welcome relief today 
from the hot, muggy weather 
that has enveloped. most of the 
eastern half of the country. 

The blast of midsummer heat 
and humidity left a death toll of 
more than 125, including 19 heat 
prostrations and 109 drownings 

The break came after several 
days of temperatures in the 90's 
and above 100. The cool air mass 
from the Pacific northwest, with 
refreshing showers, first hit the 
plains states and temporarily 
ended the weeklong siege of 
collar-wilting weather. Temper- 
atures were from 15 to 25 degrees 
lower Monday from the Dakotas 
southward to the Texas pan 
handle. 

Cool air moved into other hot 


spots in the midwest during the 
night. Chicago, limp from two 
straight days of 95 temperatures 
received the cool air and showers 
shortly before midnight. The 
temperature dropped into the 
high 60's 

Scores of other cities reported 
record heat marks for the date 
Temperatures ranged from 90 to 
100 degrees east of the Missis- 
sippi with the exception of the 
New England states, 

Readings continued at record 
highs in most of the south, with 
100 readings *in many areas. 
Washington's top mark was 93 
and Philadelphia sweltered at 92 
It was 94 in Hagrisburg, Pa., and 
93 in Pittsburgh. 

New York and Newark, N.J., 
were comparatively cool with 
high marks of 84, while in New 
England the maximums ranged 
from 64 in Caribou, M., to 84 in

EDITORIAL : 
The Crisis 


and 


The Constitution 


Unless it is solved by the final count of election 
ballots which seems unlikely — the political deadlock 
in British Columbia will be without precedent in modern 
Canadian history. There can hardly be any further 
question about one thing—no party will control the new 
legislature. The real question is whether any govern- 
ment can be erected and can govern. The answer to that 
question is far more important than the fortunes of any 
party. 

This unparalleled situation must be considered first 
from the constitutional standpoint. 

Constitutionally Mr. Johnson, whether he-is elected 
in New Westminster or not, remains the key figure. 
He is the premier, the adviser of the Crown, and his 
advice to the Crown must be accepted. 

As soon as the ballot count is completed, Mr. John- 
son must advise the Crown either to retain him as its 
adviser or to choose another. The right of the. prime 
minister to advise and the duty of the Crown to accept 
his advice have always been inherent in the-British 
system of parliamentary government and were finally 
established in Canada by the constitutional crisis of 
1926 

* ” + 

The right of the prime minister to advise and have 
his advice accepted carries with it heavy obligations. 
He must be prepared to accept the responsibility for 
his advice and its results. 

The duty of the prime minister in such circumstances 
is perfectly clear in principle. It is not for him to tell 
the Lieutenant-Goyernor which party has the best 
policy but which party can form a government and win 
the confidence of the legislature. The only concern of 
the Crown is to find an adviser whom the legislature 
will support, whatever the policy of that adviser may be 

Mr, Wismer suggests that the various parties shall 
confer, arrange matters and avoid the expense and con- 
fusion of another early election 

It is quite proper for the party leaders to confer and 
to see whether any two or more of them can agree on 
any arrangement which will establish a government 
with a majority of the legislature ready to support it. 

It would also be quite proper for Mr. Johnson to re- 
“main in office without a majority, without the largest 
group in the legislature, or even without a seat himself, 
until he can test the legislature's wishes, just as Mr. 
King did in somewhat similar circumstances after the 
election of 1925—provided Mr._Johnson thinks that his 
government will have the legislature's support. 

* + * 

But obviously Mr. Johnson must have good reason 
to believe that he can win the legislature’s confidence 
before he can advise the Crown to retain him 

If, on the other hand, he believes that any other 
person can form a government and win a vote of con- 
fidence in the legislature, he is bound to advise the 
Crown to call upon that person, no matter what Mr. 
Johnson may think of his successor and his successor’s 
policies 

To judge-these prospects Mr. Johnson. may rightly 
discuss matters with other party leaders. The notion, 
however, that somehow a kind of unofficial secret 
caucus can make deals and settle these constitutional 
issues to suit itself must be dismissed at once. British 
Columbia is not concerned here with some minor point 
of procedure, some issue of party policy or the fortunes 
of individual politicians. The constitution, the govern- 
ment and the Crown cannot be made the playthings. of 
intrigue to suit anyone's convenience. 

* + * 

The mistakes and misfortunes of parties and indi- 
viduals can be absorbed, corrected and forgotten in the 
constitutional process. There can be no tampering’ with 
the process itself, no involvement of the Crown in 
politics, no escape from the principle of ministerial ré- 
sponsibilty to the legislature. 

Judgment on any action which Mr. Johnson or a 
successor may take after the ballots are counted must be 
rendered by the legislature, of which the government is 
only a committee. The legislature will say by its votes 
whether it is ready to allow Mr. Johnson or some other 
prime minister to govern. No one can possibly foresee 
| the legislature's decision when party strength is so 
| splintered. 

For this reason it is essential that the legislature 
shall meet without delay afterthe final count of ballots. 
Until the legislature meets and votes confidence or non- 
confidence in the government of Mr. Johnson. or some- 
one else, British Columbia must live in a constitutional 
hiatus with nothing better than a shadow government. 
Such a situation cannot be allowed to continue a day 
longer than necessary. Before September the legislature 
should meet and end this state of suspended animation 
one way or the other. It is unthinkable that any zombie 
government should remain in office, without the judg- 
ment of the people through their legislature, for more 
than a few weeks at most. 

* & * 
In the interim—prolonged by the laborious counting 
of the ballots—the government is the government, with 
all the powers and all the responsibilities that govern- 
ment involves. It has no mandate or right to inaugur- 
ate new policies, to make appointments or to sign any 
but routine contracts. But it must administer the pub- 
lic business and it must enforce the law. The govern- 
ment, as the essential institution of an orderly society, 
is entitled to the respect of the public however the pub- 


lic may regard the political party presently administer- 
ing the state. Whatever happens to political parties and 


politicians, the Queen’s writ must always run. °

Sky Trails 
Give Warning 


By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 
From Washington 


NOTHER of those moments has come 
which most people in this country 
have hopefully believed never would 
come, even though their coming was 
logically inevitable. 
In brief, the active 
reconnaissance of this 
continent by the So- 
viet strategic air force 
has- now begun. About 
six months ago, the 
Soviet equivalent of a 
wing of TU-4s, or per- 
haps two wings, moved 
into new bases on 
Kamchatka, across the 
Bering Strait from 
Alaska Since then, Joseph 
the air reconnaissance has been going 
forward 

Four claimed contrails, which are 
the vapor trails left by aircraft flying 
at altitude, have been sighted in recent 
months. Of these claimed sighting: 
two have been dismissed after carefu 
investigation as probably the result of 
special atmospheric conditions and cloud 
effects, 

But two others, one on the north 
Alaskan coast and one in northern Can 
ada, are held to have been the genuine 
traces of air reconnaissance mis- 
sions. And the Alaskan sighting, at least, 
is further held to have been confirmed 
by the evidence of the radar net, 

This development both i$ and is not 
a cause for deep concern. To begin with 
the sedative arguments, this air recon- 
naissance of our continent. which the So 
viets have now started is only the equi- 
valent of what the United States has 
been doing for some time past 

American long-range aircraft have 
been flying reconnaissance operations on 
the Siberian since before Korea; 
and they have gone in far enough for 
interception to be attempted on more 
than one occasion. 

In short, even though Canadian ter- 
ritory was certainly violated if the see 
ond probable sighting was genuine, there 
is nothing immediately War-like in this 
new development 

On the other hand, the development 
is a grim warning; and it is reasonable 
to be concerned because the warning is 
not being acted on 

What has happened plainly indicates 
the growing size and power of the 
Soviet strategic air force. It suggests 
that this air force, if not a threat 
to us today, will almost surely become 
a very grave threat indeed before very 
long 

We probably have a little time left 
to put own air defenses in order. 
But this is the beginning of an ending. 
And if we do not this time which 
we still have to the limit of our capac- 
ities, the danger will be upon us before 
our defenses are prepared 

Something of. the poverty of our 
present defenses is suggested by the fact 
that visual evidence 
has provided the main 
proof of the presence 
of Soviet aireraft.

BE CALLED OFF AT ONCE 


Here are the indisputable facts behind 
what threatens to be an Industrial 
and Social Tragedy for B.C.

You are urged to invest the necessary few minutes to gains full understanding 
of this strike that will cost employees $500,000 a day in lost wages. 


The following condensation of a radio 
statement made June 15th in behalf of 
Forest Industrial Relations, Limited, is of 
vital concern te British Columbians since 
it deals with the events that have pro- 
duced today’s crippling strike in B.C.'s 
foremost industry, 


Today British Columbia’s great coast- 
al logging and lumber Industry has been 
idled by what is probably the least justi- 
fiable strike in the history of the Prov- 
ince 

The people of British Columbia, who 
have every reason to fear the consequen- 
ces of a tie-up in the main payroll industry 
of their province, are entitled to a clear 
explanation of what has happened. 

Here are the facts: 

Since April 21st, Operators have told 
the Union negotiators that after. years 
of a strong and generally rising market, 
the Industry was faced- with much lower 
prices for its product and that jobs would 
be. destroyed if the Industry attempted 
to pay the impossible wages demanded by 
the Union. 

When ‘the Government. appointed. a 
conciliator, Mr. R. G. Clements, Operators 
told him just how the Industry stood. 


FACTS 8.C. SHOULD KNOW 


Again—and this time! with the help 
of expert witnesses—the facts were told 
to members of the official Government 
Conciliation Board—facts that should be 
understood by every one in British Col- 
umbia. 


In short, the Industry advised all ton- 
cerned that with the United Kingdom 
orders for lumber not being renewed this 
year and with prices very much lower than 
a year ago, the Industry- should not be 
burdened with increased costs. 

The Operators talked hard cold facts 
that were as unwelcome and unpleasant 
to them as to employees. In business, if 
you ignore facts you get into deep trouble 
and all those who depend on you suffer, 
too. 

Influenced, no doubt, by the fact that 


vear after year in a strong market for 
Timber they had been able to go to the 
bargaining table and come away with very 
favourable agreements, the Union Nego- 
tiators chose to disbelieve or at least to 
ignore, the repeated warnings of operat- 
ors that this year was different. Theye 
demanded a wage increase of 35¢ an hour 


plus cost-raising concessions that would 
have meant at least an additional 50¢ an 
hour or $6.80 a day increased cost for 
every emplovee in the Industry. 


BARGAINING IN GOOD FAITH 

When Operators would not ‘agree to 
the Union demands they were loudly ac- 
cused of failing to bargain in good faith. 

That term ‘‘bargain in good faith” 
is one you have heard a lot about lately 
and it is worth spending a minute or two 
to examine it. 

Have we arrived at a point where, 
regardless of the market and cost situa- 
tion they may face, employers in a labour 
n°qotiation must ALWAYS give some- 
thing away to prove their good faith? 
Isnt it conceivable that when a group 
of employers is struggling with a diffi- 
cult market situation, it is the wise and 
prudent thing to make no new demands 
upon them? 

Does “bargaining in good faith’’ mean 
that the emnlover must turn his back on 
the facts of his position and do things 


which his knowledge and experience tell 
him are absolutely dangeroys to do? 

In fact, what kind of good faith is 
involved. if one-party-to a contract tries 
to high pressure another into a deal that, 
if adopted, would hurt both of them? 


It is an accepted and undeniable fact 
that ‘the lumber market is much worse 
than it was a year ago and the Industry's 
costs today are at the highest level in 
history and should be reduced if we are 
to hold our share of the markets. 


The Union leaders had mueh to say 
about the ‘profits made a year ago by a 
few large and highly integrated compan- 
ies, when lumber prices were much better 
than they are today. This was their sole 
justification for their unprecedented wage 
demands. They said nothing about the 
position of many medium-sized and small 
operators who make up a gréat part of 
the Industry and whose existence is vital 
to the welfare of B.C. 


SLOGAN THAT BACK-FIRED 


Then, as though the situation were ’ 


not difficult enough; Union leaders blaz- 
oned forth the slogan “‘NO CONTRACT 
—NO WORK.” 

This slogan makes meaningless the 
continuing clausé in the 1951 contract 
solemnly signed by the I.W.A. leaders. 
This clause is a sound and sensible one. 
It has been in every contract ever signed 
by the Industry with the .W.A. It pro- 
vides that if, at expiry date of the con- 
tract — in this case June 15th—neither 
side has broken off negotiations, the con- 
tract térms still apply and Union mem- 
bers can go on working until either a 
new contract is signed or a Government 
supervised vote is taken _in accordance 
with the Labour laws to see what em- 
ployees DO want. 


Why the I.W.A. leaders last year sign- 
ed a Contract including this continuing 
clause if they did not intend to honour it 
is a mystery. 


I.W.A. leaders Saturday night went 
on the air and dramatically pictured 
themselves as being ¢ompelled by the 
obstinacy of the Operators to call a strike 
that violated their own signed Contract 
and broke the law because it did not wait 
for a government-supervised vote of em- 
ployees. 


In other. words, they set_a powder 


charge, irresponsibly lit the fuse and said 
to_the Operators, “Hither. you. come 


through in the next few minutes or we ll 
blow up the No. 1 Industry in British 
Columbia.’’ They could not wait until 
next Thursday when the Labour Rela- 


aS RN A I nt kl 
tions Board promised a properly super- 
vised vote. 


MEMBERS NOT CONSULTED 


Again, they justified this illegal step 
by saying that the Union members had 
voted more than 85% for strike action. 


Well, judge for yourself. how sound 
that is. It was an unofficial, unsuper- 
vised vote taken before the companies, 
accepting the majority award, had agreed 
to continue the 1951 Contract. 


This much talked about vote was 
taken before the Conciliation Board 
award was made public, before operators 
had announced that they accepted the 
majority award and before Union mem- 
bers had any opportunity to accept or 
reject the terms of the award. 


‘The Union leaders have shifted the 
responsibility for calling this strike to 
the rank and file of the Union who were 


vot truly consulted. — This premature, un 


official vote has no legal standing. 


Instead, working in combination with 
the ‘contract - breaking “‘No Contract — 
No Work”’ policy, it has trapped Union 
leaders, employees, the Industry and the 
publie into a strike that is tragie because 
it was so unnecessary, so illegal and so 
hopeless. 


NOT YET TOO LATE 


It is not too late for the I.W.A. leaders 
to/correct their folly. They have the 
soundest of all excuses, which, is that the 
Provincial Government is prepared to 
take a proper and legal vote amongst em- 
plovees next Thursday. 

Thursday is not far away. Surely the 
].W.A. leaders are not afraid to have 
their members’ wishes consulted in the 
light of new conditions that have develop 
ed since the unofficial vote was taken by 
the.Union,...Surely there is no such urg- 
ency for strike action or stich a wish to 
employ it that.the I.W.A. leaders must 
stick with an illegal position and tie np 
a great Industry because they must save 
face or because they are unwilling to we't 
four days—four days in which their mem- 
bers would earn more than $2,000,000 if 
wages, 

You will hear the Operators subjected 
to a great deal of vilification and name- 
ealling. Neutral parties, to prove their 
neutrality, will suggest that the Operators 
are at least as much to blame for this 
situation as the Union and they must do 
something about it that they must 
get into negotiation with the Union. 

You are asked to remember this: At 
no time in the course of negotiations have 
the Operators refused to meet any re- 
sponsible persons for dicussions on the 
1952 Contract—whether Government or 
L.W.A. Regardless of what you may hear 
to the contrary, their representatives have 
walked out of no meetings. They left 
the Saturday meeting at the suggestion 
of a member of the Lahour Relations 
Board and advised that they were avail- 
able to return if -ealled upon to do so 


UP TO THE IWA LEADERS 


All that the Operators have required 
is that the Union should bargain: legally 
and in good faith by observing the law 
and the Contract. Saturday, the Operat- 
ors met the Union with the Labour Rela- 
tions Board and protested against any 
suggestion that they be asked to bargain 
with the threat of an illegal strike and a 
breach of Contract hanging over them. 

This illegal strike threat now has been 
converted to a fact.- The I. W.A. leaders 
brought it about. Only the I.W.A. lead- 
ers can correct it. 

If the men who are entrusted with the 
welfare of 35,000 emplovees of the Forest 
Industries are responsible law-abiding cit- 
izens,' they have it in their power to re- 
store this Industry to operation right now, 
before millions of dollars in work and 
wages are lost forever to their members 
and before British Columbia suffers the 
paralyzing effect of reduced income and 
purchasing power, It is up to the men 
who have created this unnecessary crisis 
to remove it now and let processes of the 
Labour laws of B.C. take their course 
so that the wishes of workers in the In- 
dustry today can be consulted.
